To the mind of the ancient Phar¬ 
isee, the mission of Jesus was pe¬ 
culiar. Peculiar for the reason that 
It was out of harmony with the 
established order of things. 
They represented the Pre-Darwin- 
ite school,—if I may be allowed to 
coin the expression, in that they 
believed that none but the fittest 
should survive.; for all that, “There 
drew near unto him all the publi¬ 
cans and sinners for to hear him ; 
and the Scribes -and Pharisees 
murmured saying, this man re- 
ceiveth sinners and • eateth with 
them.” 

It was an habitual experience of 
our Lord’s ministry, tliat into what¬ 
soever village or town of Judea he 
went the bad people of the place 
always gathered around him, 
while the good people mur¬ 
mured and complained. It has 
been a long time since these 
words were uttered, and we have 
grown to think that the Scribes 
and Pharisees were the bad people, 
because they did not welcome him> 
while the publicans and sinners 
were the good people, but that is 
a delusion put upon us by the hab¬ 
it of expression. The Pharisees 
and the Scribes were the good 
people, while the publicans and the 
sinners were the outcasts, turned 
out ofthechureh or excommunica¬ 
ted, as we would callit, people who 
were openly and notoriously bad- 

For all that he drew near unto 
them, “While the Pharisees and 
Scribes murmured 'saying, this 
man recelveth sinners and eateth 
with them.” 

Today 11 a man 'should go into 
a town and teach the highest moral¬ 
ity and live up to if, as Jesus did, 
and we should find the good people 
kept away from him, we should 
be apt to think that something was 
wrong, feeling that a man is known 
by the company he keeps. 

But the stainless One, the sinless 
One, was not afraid. One time 
when they charged Jesus‘with re¬ 
ceiving sinners and publicans, he 
said, “1 am not come to call the 
righteous, apy way, but the sinners 
to repentance.” At another time 
he said, 0 “The son of man came to 
seek and save that which is lost.” 

* You are not lost, he says to them. 
You are safe folded, well guarded, 
taking you at your own valuation. 

I have not come for you. At an¬ 
other time he said, “They that are 
whole need not a physician, but 
they that are sick.” I am the phy¬ 
sician of the soul. You say you 
are well. If that be the case, I 
have no time to waste on you. I 
have come to care for the sick peo¬ 
ple. 

The Lord tells them three stories 
to explain his position on this mat¬ 
ter of receiving, living and eating 
with siuners. The first story is of 
the man who lost a sheep, the 
second of a women who lost a piece 
of money, and finally about the 
man who lost his son by. his son’s 
own deliberate choice of wrong. 

He tells the relation between 
these people who had lost, and 
what they had lost. The first ques¬ 
tion that comes to the mind is in 
regard to the subject of relation¬ 
ship. ' Without talking superficially 
or conventionally, is there any rela¬ 
tion ship between God and bqd peo¬ 
ple? The answer of popular theo¬ 
logy, has been NO, decidedly NO. 
There are only two alternatives, 
one must be either a child of God 
or of that other personality. Per¬ 
haps that basic Idea, may be still 
held in some places. However 
that may be, the Lord teaches that 
there Is a relation, and that is that 
of ownership. There is no need for 
us to hedge . or explain away. 
Take the ease first of the man who 
lost the sheep. He. was ownee of 
the sheep- Possession is one thing 
and ownership is another.. A man 
may be the possessor of a sheep 
through the qualification of a 
Holmes note, but he is not the own¬ 
er of that property until the liabil¬ 
ities of the contract are complied 
With. But in the parable no. 
such qualifications are spoken of- 

Jesus says (“He came to his own.” 
He wanted what belonged to him, 
that was all. That lost sheep was 
just as much his, as the ninety and 
nine safe folded.. Again, when the 
woman swept the house for the 
lost piece of money, it was not for 
someone else’s monebut her 'own. 

Finally, in the third- story about 
the prodigal son, ot the son who 
went away. Was he his father’s 
son, or the son of tli-» one who 
owned the swing? ’Did the rela- 
tioniship destroy itself, or cease to 
be? From'allthat J can glean from 
these three parables or stories 
from the lips of our Master, as well 
as sundry other emphatic declara¬ 
tions made else where, the child¬ 
ren of men are the sons of God, 
no matter what theological diffi- 
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cnlties we may encounter. Pos¬ 
sibly with scarcely enough spiritual 
insight to see the end of my hand, 
I might pass by that boy that went 
away .from home, sitting among 
the swine, filthy, offensive, blind, 
stupid, and say that he was sim¬ 
ply a swine herder, but he was a 
rfeh man’s son, so th.e story runs, 
and as such one clay he * comes 
to himself, which means that 
suddenly there comes to him the 
conviction of who hb is, and he 
says to himself, “I will arise and 
go to my father;” and the father 
recognizes the relationship. 

“Thjs my son was dead and is 
alive again.” “What!” some will 
say, “bad people the children of 
God?” “Well,” I say, “why not?” 
It has always been customary to 
consider none but the good people 
the children of God. This old 
Pharisaic paganism as well as 
heresy divided Christians in the 
first place into Jews and Gentiles. 

Paul in preaching- that remark¬ 
able sermon on Mars Hill said to 
thee old Pagans, “You are the 
offspring of Gocl.” Why should 
not God have bad children? There 
is not a family on the. face of the 
earth where the children are all 
spotless, which does not slop the 
child, however, from being a child. 

To be sure there is a vast amount 
of corruption and meanness in the 
world, much of injusticeand inhu* 
manity. We are reminded con¬ 
stantly of “Man’s inhumanity to 
man” through scenes of tyrrany, 
brutality, beastliness. One does 
not need a wide acquaintance with 
the world, in order to .understand 
what a certain eminent authoress 
meals when she declares, “That 
the more she sees of men. the more 
she. likes dogs.” Dogs are not ca¬ 
pable of such degradatiori as are 
men. Human nature "may fall 
as muon below brute nature a3 P is 
capable of rising above it. Sure¬ 
ly the race is low enough. But the 
question is not where we are, so 
much as where we come from 
and in wh.at direction hie our faces 
set? You cannot create relationship, 
neither can you make yourseLf the 
son of God, unless you are one now, 
you might as well give u p the thing 
as hopeless. A son you cannoi 
make yourself, hut you can make 
yptip?elf a,, .gond son, or a bad son, 
and reap the consequence. A.pro¬ 
digal son or one who stays at home. 
I wonder how loDg it will be, before 
churchfes Will be able to grasp the 
true spirit of these three par¬ 
ables; that aJJ the poor outcasts 
of the world are still the Lord’s 
own?

Only as we gather 
them back, only as we have the 
prodigals coming to themselves, 
only as we gather in the sheepthat 
are lost, so only, are we doing the 
service that Christ set over any 
form oT organized Christianity on 
earth to do. 

I would assume from the breadth 
of the present day’s scope in the 
line of charitable effort, that the 
church of the future will be a 
church of sinners rather than of.

INSECTS AND CONTAGION. 


The Damage That Can. Be Done Even by 
a Gnat’s Sting. 

It is generally understood that the 
stings of Some insects are essentially 
poisonous in a greater or less degree, 
and must therefore be early and care¬ 
fully treated. Pain alone in such cases 
will suffice for a danger signal, and f ew 
when thus warned would care to 
neglect the puncture made by abomet, 
a wasp, or even a bee. The fact that 
other insects, like some species of fly, 
are capable of equal or even greater 
mischief, says the London Lancet, is not 
so commonly known as it ought to*be. 
The recent death of a woman at Kings- 
ton frqm septic erysipelas 'thus caused 
maybe quoted in, illustration. In ac¬ 
counting for Such occurrences two 
points are specially note-worthy—name¬ 
ly, the condition of health of the pen- 
son attacked and the previous halbitat 
of the assailan t. 

In no ease probably is it possible to 
define exactly tbe influence exercised 
by each of these contributing factors. 
This much we know, however, that no 
matter how trivial or how great the ef¬ 
fect of the conveyed poison, it is much 
enhanced by all conditions of weak¬ 
ness or blood impurity existing in the 
sufferer. A mere midge or gnat bite in 
one person will prove almost as serious 
in its effieet as a septic wound in an¬ 
other. There are in the system all the 
material for a conflagration, and a 
spark might light it up as well as a fire¬ 
brand. The habits of insects afford a 
clew to the seeming vagary of their oc¬ 
casional and accidental virulence. The 
sting of the mandibles, which perhaps 
are buried an hour previous in some 
putrid sore, excreta or offal, cannot 
penetrate a living tissue without leav¬ 
ing in it something of the same putrid 
character. It is safer, therefore, for a 
medical practitioner to regard each and 
every injury of this kind, however 
slight, as a possible source of illness, 
and. at once to contrive its relief by 
poulticing antiseptic compresses or like 
means. _ - 

USES FOR COCOANUT. 

Florida Has Several Hromisinjr Planta¬ 
tions ol Tills Tropical Fruit. 

Quite a number of tropical nuts have 
recently been introduced into cultiva¬ 
tion in tins country. Already on the 
east coast of Florida are growing two 
hundred ancl fifty-thousand - eoeoanut 
trees, forty-two thousand being in one 
plantation. It is believed that the first 
trees of this kind in that state sprouted 
from the nuts brought from Central 
America and the West Indies by the 
gulf stream. At Key West and about 
some of the old forts coeoanuts were 
planted at an early day, as certain 
ancient trees now standing bear wit¬ 
ness. In 1877 a bark freighted with 
coeoanuts was caught in a storm off 
the coast of Florida and beached near 
Lake Worth. Several thousand of 
the nuts were saved and planted, the 
satisfactory 1 growth of the seedlings 
giving an impetus to cultivation. 

The word eoeoanut is derived from 
the Portugese “c-oco,” meaning monkey, 
because tbe base resembles a monkey’s 
face. The tree was known to the peo¬ 
ple of Ceylon as early as 160 B. C., the 
milk being used bv them for making 
cement. The eoeoanut is one of the 
most useful of plants—foot, trunk, leaf, 
sap and nut are made to yield tribute 
to man. The fiber of the husk furnishes 
excellent yarn, and is preferred to 
horsehair for stuffing beds, cushions, 
chairs and saddles. It is stronger and 
more elastic than hemp. The Poly¬ 
nesians twist small cords of this fiber, 
which serve in tbe construction of 
houses and canoes where Europeans 
would employ nails. .The green nuts 
are grated for medicinal use. Grated 
eoeoanut forms an ingredient of the 
East Indian condiment curry. Xn tbe 
Maidive islands labor is usually paid 
for in coeoanuts.

Deserted Buildings Were Made of Ore and 
Are Now Smelted. 

Among the greatest mines of Arizona 
was the Vulture, now tbe property of 
H. A. IV. Tabor. It is fifteen miles 
southwest of Wickenburg, whence the 
ores were taken by wagons to be milled 
on the bank of the Hassayampa. 

Tbe mine produced over ten million 
dollars in gold, and tbe richest ore was 
found on the surface. Of course, in tbe 
early days nothing save' the best was 
milled, and in the great waste dumps 
around tbe mine was found tbe build¬ 
ing material for the town of Vulture. 

The mine worked on for a score of 
years Without varying fortune, the 
town maintatning a large population, 
when tbe pipe line from the Hassayam¬ 
pa was washed away by the flood that 
followed tbe breaking of the Walnut 
Grove dam, the one-hundred stamp 
mill was closed down and the camp 
was deserted. 

Three years ago T. E. Farish secured 
a two-years’ lease of the property, fit¬ 
ted up ten of tbe stamps, put in a gas¬ 
oline engine, got Ms water out of the 
mine and started to “eayoting” on the 
lower levels. Near the end of Ms lease 
he ran out of really good ox-e. 

In this extremity, says the Denver 
Republican, he bethought himself of 
the scores of tenantless houses. Every¬ 
one was constructed of free milling 
iron oxide gold ore, and specimens 
c-hipped from the corners assayed an 
average ‘of twenty dollars to the ton. 
The last three Months his stamp mill 
ran solely upon building material, 
much to the profit of its owner.

Were Boston entirely Independent there

This, with an increased consumption con¬ 
sequent upon the lower prices, must tend 
to the absorption of large quantities of 
butter. 

The cold storage stock was reduced last 
week 3424 tubs, 878 tubs being put In and 
4300 tubs taken out, and the amount re¬ 
maining is 37,3S6 tub 3 , against 34,174 tubs 
same time last year. This stock need 
cause no uneasiness, unless receipts show 
a material increase the next few weeks, 
but it may have to be sold at lower prices 
than holders are asking at present. 

Although there has been a drop of 3 
cents in other markets, local buyers will 
have to pay nearly as muoh as last week 
for strictly fine fresh butter, because the 
supply is light. If they are willing to 
take second or third grades they can name 
their own figures. 

Cheese. 

If a market can be considered improving 
when prices are gaining strength without 
any increased demand, then the cheese 
market is in a better condition than last 
weak. Holders of fine fall make are nsk- 
ing 10*4 to 11 ]4 cents per pound for large 
singles and twins, and are indifferent 
about selling at less than 10 % cents. 
Early made stock is selling at 9 to 10 cents. 

The English market has toned up, and 
there is some inquiry in New York from 
exporters at 10 to 10 % cents. Large quan¬ 
tities continue to come forward from Can¬ 
ada on through bills for export, and the 
stock there is becoming considerably re¬ 
duced. 

Egg*. 

Fresh, eggs have been coming forward 
freely from the west and southwest, and 
prices have ruled in buyers’ favor. The 
range is 18 to 19 cents, but most sales were 
at 18 cents. Only a few special marks 
sold at 19 cents. Unless the weather takes 
another very cold turn, liberal supplies 
are expected from this time forward. 

There is little or no demand for refrig¬ 
erator stock, and the nominal rate is 16 to 
16 cents. It is feared that the stock re¬ 
maining in cold storage will have to be 
sold at a loss to holders. 

Other Produce. 

Beans continue in light receipt, but 
there is not enough trade to wurrant auy 
advance in prices. Choice mediums and 
marrow pea continue to be quoted at §1.30 
to §1.35, and extra yellow eyes at § 1.50 to 
§1.55 a bushel. 

Potatoes show no Improvement. Re¬ 
ceipts continue large, and it was hard 
yesterday to geo over 33 cents a bushel for 
best eastern Hebrons. 

Poultry was rather quiet. Fancy north¬ 
ern chickens sold pretty well, bub other 
kinds were slow. Hard to get over 13 
cents for western turkeys.

Diabolical Doings of an Inmate 
teanan Insane Asylum. 

Poughkeepsie, N.Y., Jan. 25.—C. S. Mit¬ 
chell, a patient at Matteawan hospital for 
the state insane, set fire to that institution 
in five different places at 4 o’clock yester¬ 
day afternoon, and for a few hours the 
buildings were threatened with destruc¬ 
tion.

The pyromaniac had made the most I 
careful preparations for the destruction of 
the buildings, as small piles of shavings 
were found so systematically distributed | 
as to have enveloped the whole north 
wing in flames, had a half-hour’s time 
been lost after the first discovery of the 
blaze. 

Meanwhile several scattering blazes 
were discovered in various sections of the 
asylum, and soon the fires were beyond 
the hospital attendants, even with their 
excellent facilities in an emergency -f 
that kind, and help was summoned from 
Fislikill Landing, about two miles dis¬ 
tant. The Beacon and Tompkins hose 
companies arrived in a short time, and it 
took the combined forces of tf^ hospital 
attaches and the others until 7 o’clock 
last-evening to get the fire past the danger 
point.
